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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In response to the Applicant's preliminary matter, 
the Reichardt reference was cited on the Examiner's PTO-892 on July 13, 2005, reference F. 

In response to the Applicant's argument that plate 5 of Reichardt does not meet the limitation of 'a plate' as claimed in claim 1 , the 
limitation recites, "a plate connected between the left and right side plates to partially (emphasis added to partially) form an upper surface 
of the reel body...." The plate 5 is used, in conjunction with the support bars, to connect side plate 1 and side plate 2. The support bars 
are connected to side plate 1 and the plate 5 is connected to side plate 2, therefore, plate 5 AND support bars are used to connect the 
side plates. There is no limitation in claim 1 limiting the connection between the side plates to the plate exclusively. 

Further because of the shape of plate 5, it is also position between the operating member 24 and the front of the reel body. As seen in 
Figures 1-3, the operating member 24 is located at the rear of the reel body (left) and the plate 5 is positioned between the operating 
member 24 and the front the reel body (right). 

In response to the Applicant's argument that the operating member 24 of Reichardt fails to project upward from a surface of the plate, the 
limitation recites "the operating member is projected upward from a surface (emphasis added to a surface) of the plate." A surface can 
be any surface of the plate 5. As seen in Figure 1 , the operating member 24 extends at an upward angle with respect to the surface of 
plate 5 from which it projects 
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
